“  preachers  should  be  willing  to  sactifice  everything  for 
the  good  of  the  cause” ;  but  it  is  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  l/iyiiii:n  are  not  also  bound  to  make  the  same  sacriji- 
ees  that  preachers  are.  There  is  this  difierence — at  the 
first,  the  preacher  is  obliged  to  make  the  sacrifice  in  or¬ 
der  to  make  tlie  doctrine  known;  and  after  that,  those 
who  believe  should  ask  no  sacrifices  at  hi.s  hands,  but 
those  ill  wiiicli  each  one  of  them  is  willing  to  go  with 
•him,  step  by  siep,  in  proportion  to  his  abilities — bo  they 
moral,  loental,  physicial  or  pecuniary.  But  at  present, 
this  is  not  the  case.  Generally,  preachers  are  required 
to  make  liio  greatest  and  i;io<t  frequent  sacrifices.  I 
know  men  who  would  now  he  worth  twenty  or  thirty 
thonsatid  dollars,  if  not  more,  had  they  devoted  their 
talents  to  law,  niediciiie,  politics  or  merchandize, 
with  the  same  untiring  energy  .tnd  constant  indus¬ 
try  that  they  have  devoted  to  the  labors  of  the  ministry. 
They  knew  it — or,  at  least,  believed  it,  as  all  who  know 
them  hidieve  it.  And  yet  they  have  sacrificed  all  this 
prospect  for  a  snppoit  which,  with  great  saving,  has  not 
allowed  them  to  lay  up  as  many  Imndreds — yes,  not  as 
many  lens  of  dollars.  They  feel  as  if  they  had  acted 
with  “  spirit,”  for  the  limes  needed  it — and  as  if  iliey 
had  done  their  duty,  for  without  siicli  sacrifices,  the  c.ense 
would  not  be  as  prosperous  as  it  n.iw  is.  They  are  poor 
— they  arc  growing  old — some  of  thoni  will  leave  help¬ 
less  families  behind  tliem.  F.ven  if  well  paid  now,  they 
could  leave  hut  little  behind  them  ;  for  it  requires  many 
years  to  save  considerable  from  even  a  good  salary.  Tliey 
ask  tliese  Relief  Sociel'es— they  appeal  to  the  public  in 
their  favor,  for  ilic*  sake  of  their  fiinilics,  and  I  do  hope 
their  appeal  will  not  be  in  vain.  Let  ”  A  Layman”  look 
at  otir  Fathers  in  onr  Israel,  and  ask  himacif  wh<‘ther 
they  dij  more  '.ban  their  duty — whether  they  were  defi¬ 
cient  ill  spirit — and  whether  they  were  unfit  to  teach 
others?  Yet  had  they  refused  to  preach  unless  they 
were  paid  salaries  large  cnoiigl;  to  snppoit  them  and 
their  families,  where  now  woiiM  be  Universalistn  in  the 
United  Slates?  And  had  Paul  demanded  enough  to 
support  him,  instead  of  woiking  hard  at  his  trade  until 
the  Gospel  was  established,  he  would  scarcely  have 
preached  the  Gospel  at  all. 

But  to  coiicbide.  So  far,  preachers  n'ro  the  largest 
aiinu.il  contributors  to  the  Relief  Society  in  the  Central 
Association.  One  of  them  to  my  knowledge  sacrificed 
seoeral  hundred  dollars  a  year  fur  seeeral years,  totlie  good 
of  the  cause,  liiiiiig!i  a  man  with  a  large  family,  and  but 
a  small  property.  Others  have  hiiipbly  imitated  his  gen¬ 
erous  devotion.  Such  preachers,  not  useless  drones, 
Hsk  a  cordial  (not  a  griiilgiiig)  support  of  the  relief  so¬ 
cieties,  until,  at  least,  onr  societies  render  them  unne¬ 
cessary  by  fully  renmueraling  their  preachers.

Royal  Society  of  Northern  Antiquarians.”  Wetrnstthis 
praiseworthy  object  will  succeed,  and  meet  with  co-ope¬ 
ration  and  support  from  Uie  learned  and  wealthy,  in  both 
liemispheres.  The  liiiesiipon  “  the  American  wild  Rose,” 
are,  like  their  subject,  sweet  breathing,  and  area  patriotic 
refutation  of  the  English  traveller’s  leiiiaik,  “  the  rose  is 
a  flower  entirely  unknown  to  the  new  world.”  We 
weie  pleased  with  the  article,  entitled  “  Edward  Fane's 
Rosebud,”  not  alone  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  merit,  but 
because  the  style  i.f  it  seems  to  us,  so  like  that  of  our  fa¬ 
vorite,  “  Elia.”  This  is  only  an  idea  of  our  own,  how¬ 
ever. 

Having  [icrused  this  nnmber  but  lints  far,  we  can  say 
iiotliing  of  its  remaiiiiiig  coii'.eiiis  ;  but,  from  what  we 
have  seen,  we  think  the  well  earned  reputation  of  the 
work  is  creditably  sustained. 

The  Knickerbocker  is  a  welcome  guest  at  our  table. 
We  Ilka  it,  not  only  for  its  high  literary  excellence,  but 
for  the  tune  of  lilieralily  which,  generally,  runs  Ihroiigh 
i^i  articles,  iiotwithstandiiig,  wo  have  something  in  fu. 
turo,  ill  regard  to  the  papers  upon  “  Religious  Charlatan¬ 
ry,”  which  appeared  in  the  July  and  August  iiiiiiihcrs.

thrniigii  a  heavy  sea. 

These  facts  should  elitit  the  kindest  indulgence  of  tin? 
paying  snb.scribers  to  this  work,  especially  as  much -'f 
iliis  ciiiharrassnient  was  accumulated,  in  catering  for  tbeir 
ffra'ificaiion,  and  the  hard  liei'd  of  “the  limes,”  being 
laid  upon  nil,  should  teach  ns  to  be  lenient  to  each  other.
